PROVIDENCE, R. I.—Radical changes 
in the form of government for this mun- 
icipality are being considered by the city 
council. A plan has been proposed by 
B. Thomas Potter, one of the members, 
and while there some doubt as 
whether it will be recommended in 
entirety, the portion referring to bien- 
nial elections almost sure being 
adopted. Mayor Fletcher advocated this 
change before election. 

By the terms of Mr. Potter's plan, a 
finance commission similar to that ir 
Boston will be created, councilmen an 
aldermen will be elected from assembly 
districts instead of from wards, and the 
property qualification for voters for the 
council candidates will abolished. 

The proposition to establish a finance 
commission is attracting much attention. 
The plan provides that it shall consist of 
three members, elected by property vot 
ers, so-called, biennially. To this com 
mission will be referred every proposition 
to appropriate any sum in excess of 5500. 

Members of th aldermen 
and the common council at present are 
elected from the 10 wards in the city 
while the new plan provides for one 
member to each branch from the 
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BERLIN—The exchange of notes be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
seeking to protect the Chinese open door, 
is considered here probably the most im- 
portant step ever taken in the direction 
of German-American diplomatic coopera- 
tion. The German foreign ofiice, through 
ASSIST Foreigu Secretary Zimmerman, 
today gave the United Press a statement 
of the attitude of the German govern- 
ment, 

While the foreign office naturally will 
not comment on the diplomatic phase of 
the situation it is apparent that the Kai- 
ser’s government is gratified at the suc- 
cess of Count Von Bernstorff in securing 
the cooperation of the American state 
department. The general impression 
here is that Germany is now in thorough 
accord with American diplomacy. ‘The 
comment of Berlin newspapers dis- 
tinctly favorable to the action of Am- 
bassador Bernstorff and Secretary of 
‘State Knox. 

The statement given by the foreign 
office to the United Press is as follows: 

“Secretary of State Knox’s answer to 
Ambassador Count von Bernstorff’s in- 
quiry concerning America’s attitude to- 
ward China has caused great satisfaction | 
to Germany. 

“The scope and object of the American- 
German exchange of notes were to make 
it known that the preservation of neu- 
trality by all powers towards Chinese 
events is necessary in the mutual in- 
terests of both countries.

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No. 45—A Lesson 


EFLECTIONS of the grand character of 

Abraham Lincoln thrown at about this time 
each year on to the invisible canvas of human 
thought by the celebration of his birthday, are 
indeed as “the dew of heaven” to many ‘patient 
toilers for public good. Such annual flashlights 
bring welcome refreshment, encouragement, hope 
and gratitude that the possibilities of true man- 
hood and nobility which Lincoln illustrated are 
not limited to any public office or line of work. 
No one of us can be an Abraham Lincoln in any 
position of work; nor should we wish to model 
our lives on his human character. He had his 
own individuality and work; each one of us has 
his or her own individuality and mission. But, 
because he was a worker whose work still-lives 
to bless all, we can strive to acquire the qualities 
that made Lincoln’s life so majestic and successful. 

The great traits that he put into his work were 
unselfishness, wisdom, honesty, sincerity, gentle- 
ness, mercy and humility. The greatness of his 
life work was developed by great occasions; great 
opportunities, wherein he chose wisely, and 
usually chose contrary t@>the ways of human 
ambition. These choices always sacrificed the 
human ego to give free play to large-hearted 
sentiments and actions, that others might be 
blessed. One of the greatest examples of this 
natural way of work was given by Lincoln when 
he stood on the battlefield of Gettysburg in Nov- 
ember, 1863. 

The expectant crowd that had gathered came 
with the hope of hearing a soul- patipring, impas- 
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sioned oratorical effort. There were opportunities 
for a great executive to review his own acts and 
their consequences, or to attempt to advance his 
own interests respecting a political future then in, 
the balance. Hi§ hearers wanted something large 
and sensational. But, how different from the 
expected theme were the keynote and substance 
of the wonderful message that flowed naturally 
in that hour from the gre..t tender-hearted worker 
for freedom and lover of mankind. In about the 
shortest speech of the kind on record (about 250 
well chosen, words), Lincoln never ance used the 
pronoun “J.” Putting? himself aside in humility, 
he even assumed that what: Lincoln as President 
should say was of little account. when weighed 
in the balance with the work and sacrifices of 
the noble men who had given their all on that 
battlefield to preserve the Union. 

Lincoln’s heart went out in gratitude to the 
soldier-workers who had made that field famous, 
and he projected a wonderful sentence into the 
fabric of that speech which lives in spite of his 
words. Speaking of the occasion and the soldiers 
he said: “The world will little note nor long 
remember what we say here, but it can never 
forget what they did here.” The very humility 
of his generous tribute to the grand self-sacrifices 
of the Union soldiers placed it in the hands of 
divinity, and there it rests, a lesson of the royal 
appreciation of good work by men “further down 
the line” that should characterize every executive 
worker for nation, state and community—a beacon 
light of sammacatds meekness and gratitude. 
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A STRIKING CHANGE 


NE of the most atriking evidences of 

the stability of the world peace 
movement is the eagerness with which

Grading of the Work 


The work is to be correlated with the 
in history. literature, 
geography and civics; and, beginning 
with the first grade. it is to be carried 
through all the school vears. In the 
first grade it bases the instruction on 
the natural contact of the child with 
pets and playmates. and in the second 
grade carries it into the home. Grade 
11} deals with the life of the child 
school and in play time. while grade IV 
reaches out to the ties of the city 
town. and grade V deals with good citi- 
venship. In grade VI the course exteu Is 
to the nation as a whole and teaches the 
principles which should govern the ac- 
tions of the citizen through such sub- 
jects as the heroic virtues of the early 
American settlers, the helpful charac 
teristics of the many nationalities that 
mold American life, civic patriotism. and 
friendships with other nations. 

For grades VII. and VIII. there are 
‘two alternate plans. The first treats the 
world family in grade VII. under the 
topics: Self control, the American In- 
dian: wit aud humor, the Irish; loyalty, 
the Jew: love beauty, the Italian; 
patriotism. the Greek; thoroughness, 
the German; ey the Scandinavian; 
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courtesy, and so on. The peer for 
grade VIIf. is victory throngh service, 
pure food, clean streets, good govern- 
ment education for service, recreations 
of all nations, national flags, moral sub- 
stitetes for war, and the united world. 
The alternate plan reaches out to the 
duties of the citizens in the world com- 
munity in grade VIl., and for grade 
VIIL, the foundations of the larger pa-' 
triotism. The alternate plan implies a 
study of international relations not usu- 
ally ineluded in a school course. The 
league believes this subject should be 
taught not only on account of its moral 
lesson, but because its importance 
in giving a well-balanced conception of 
historical events. 

“The pupil should never know that 
he is receiving a lesson in moral train- 
ing,’ says Mrs. Andrews. “To talk about 
ibeing good, for the sake of being good, 
obnoxious even to the young child. 
All training should be indirect as far

as the pupil is concerned, but direct and 
systematic on the part of the teacher.” 


The Course Arranged 


The course is so arranged that it en- 
ables teachers to present international. 
ism to their pupils without introducing 
a new subject in the curriculum. Its 
distinctive feature is its practical appli- 
cation to literature, geography 
aml history. While it has been planned 
with specific reference to the schools of 
United States, it can easily 
adapted to the school of any country. 
This is trne ‘also of the exercise for the 
observance of May 18, which the league 
has published for the last two vears, and 
also of the Flag day exercises in course 
of preparation by the Michigan branch in 
charge of E. C. Warriner. superintendent

Mrs. Andrews says: “Any day which 
ig nationally observed deserves our 
earnest attention. And there is no more 
jingoism abroad today that that which 
pertains to the honoring of the flag. 
This means too often that our flag rep- 
resents the greatest and best country 
for while it exalts our own 
it engenders hatred of other flags and 
tends to the separation of nations rather 
than their unity. 

The program arranged |} 
branch a work great mag- 
nitude. It covers six topics: First, why 
each country should have a national flag: 
second, the origin of our flag; third, 
what eur’ flag means to us; fourth, 
what our flag shows in foreign countries; 
fifth, what constitutes a good citizen 
under any flag; sixth, the patriotism of 
and social service in one’s own 
country. This, you see, is adaptable to 
the conditions in any country. and much 
of complete program can be used 
entirely by many of the nations, while 
at most a large part of it will need to 
be but slightly changed. The idea 
there worked Out in complete form for 
the needs of one particular nation. It 
will be comparatively easy for any coun- 
try to change that program in any wav 
it sees fit.” 

Thousands of copies of these exercises 
are expected to be ready for distribution 
in time to arrange the programs for Flag 
day, which is a national flag dav of the 
United States, as is Empire day in Great 
Britain. It i expected, also, that the 
day will be observed more generally and 
markedly this year than any previous 
May 18, because of the work that has 
been done by the association and the 
interest in it that has been expressed al] 
over the country. The observance of a 
national day. and an international day 
in the schools of every country fast 
becoming a regular program, the 
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league is concerned in the kind of 
thoughts that are taught to vouth on 
these occasions. Later, it is expected, 
Mrs. Andrews will go to Japan and China 
and other countries in Asia in order to 
present there the subject with which she 
has dealt so successfully in Europe.

Kingston, Ont., for delivery in May, 1912. 

There are orders out for new rolling 
stock to begin delivery in May on 2000 
box cars, 500 flat, 500 refrigerator and 
500 coal cars for the Grand Trunk, and 
about 2000 similar cars for the Central 
Vermont. Two entire new passenger 


trains, with all equipment, are now build- 
ing for the “New England States Lim- 
ited” run of the Central Vermont. The 
double tracking of about 140 miles of 
Central Vermont will increase these ad- 
ditions to the rolling stock to a total ex- | 
penditure of over $16,000,000, | 

| 


Construction of the Southern New Eng- 
land will probably reach $12,000,000, 
and the elevation of roadbeds and yards 
of the Grand Trunk in connection with 
the new union stations at Toronto and; 
Montreal will add another $12,000,000. | 

Millions of bushels of Canadian wheat 
todav are being rushed in bond across 
the international boundary into the 
grain elevators of Minneapolis, St. Paul | 
and Duluth for transatlantic export as 
fast as the Canadian railways can handle 
it. 

This unusual activity is for the pur- 
pose of relieving the farmers of west- 
ern Canada of their great crops of 
grain. So abundant has been the yield 
this year, estimatel at 200,000,000 
bushels—an increase of practically 43 
per cent over last year’s crop of 140,- 
000,000 bushels—that it is estimated 
that 20,000,000 bushels of wheat lie un- 
harvested on the ground. 

In 10 days the tariffs filed ‘hy .the 
Canadian roads with the interstate com- 
meree commission of this country will 
have been posted the requisite 30 days, 
and the millers of Minneapolis will be! 
using Canadian grain which will then | 
be out of bond. The commission al- 
lowed the shipments of Canadian grain 
for eastern export to pass through this 
country in bond on short notice of the 
filing of tariffs under a special order 
suspending the rules after an carnest 

- appeal from the Canadian railways that 
immediate action was necessary to save 
the crops from ruin. 

These conditions were disclosed in an 
interview last night with J. E. Dal- 
rymple, vice-president in charge of traf- 
fic on the Grand Trunk, the Grand Trunk 
Pacific and the Central Vermont rail- 
roads, who Jeft Boston at 7:30 p. m. 
for Montreal. He further described the 
reasons for the grave situation which 
he now believes the railroads have in 
hand so that moat of the overstock of 
grain will be moved. 

The surprising prosperity of western 
Canada, untoward weather conditions de- 
laving the maturing of the crops two 
months, shorter time for tlie railroads 
to move the crops before the close of 
navigation on the lakes, influx of coal 
bound west as result of Canadian miners’ 
strike and many other factors are in- 
cluded in the survev. 

“The prosperity of the great farming 
region, aided by the rapid expansion of 
the railroads.” said Mr. Dalrymple. 
“made excellent business and the re- 
sultant demand from the West to the 
East for supplies of all kinds, including 
foodstuffs, wearing apparel and manu- 
factured goods—there are practically no 
manufactories west of Ft. William at 
the head of the Great lakes—sent an 
immense amount of freight west-bound 
at the same time that the crops were 
being moved east. The railways west 
of Ft. William are but single track lines. 

“The miners of the extensive coal 
fields of western Canada struck in the 
summer. The railroads issued a warn- 
ing that coal should be procured from 
outside sources to provide against a 
possible coal famine. The consignee, 
waited, however, until the last mo- 
ment, with the result that a large in- 
flux of coal from Pennsylvania as 
added to the already high tonnage of 
freight west-bound at an improper time. 
Instead of the coal being delivered by 
short hauls it thus came by long hauls. 

“Then the two months of rain, two 
days at a time with a day of sunshine 
in between. The harvest usually starts 
the first of September; it began the 

. first of November this year. 

“Navigation on the Great lakes 
through Ft. William, which is the east- 
ern outlet for western Canada, closed 
Dec. 5. There’ is but one single track 
railroad running east from Ft. William, 
as most of the grain is sent’ by the 
lakes route. 

“Thus, the railroads had but 30 days 
to move the grain before the close of 
navigation, and were experiencing an 
extra heavy west-bound traflir. Yet, 
up to Nov. 30 the railroads had moved 
40 per cent more grain than during the 
Larvest last vear. 

“All of the farmers of western Canada 
start their farms as soon as they arrive 
and they all grow wheat. They do not

BACKWARD POINTED OUT 


Many Examples of ‘Tendency 
to Magnify the Excellence 
of the Past at the Expense 
of the Present 


SUMPTUARY EDICTS 


By JOHN HUNTER SEDGWICK 


N A recent article in the Edinburgh 

Review in which the writer discusses 
a phase of some part of modern thought, 
there is, among other interesting points 
brought out, the one that men have al- 
Ways had a tendency to magnify the 
excellence of the past at the expense of 
the present and to the decided belittle- 
ment of the future. The writer does not 
‘attack this tendency in the manner that 
makes so much of the criticism of the past 
and future usually fatiguing and often 
ridiculous and the praise of the present 
unconvincing, he does, not throw a parcel 
of crude-theories pointed, with prejudice 
at the head of those that see good in 
the past, but gives the reader chapter 
and verse to show that certain phenom- 
ena repeat themselves at intervals and 


_are 80 much alike as to lose much of 


their impressiveness either as criticism 
or prophecy. What we say is so well 
expressed in the article that we shell 
quote Treely from it, and the gooq Sansp 
of the following words at once justifies 
us in doing so: “Since history and bi 
ography relate only the more ith 
events and achievements of the past 

ideas of the past consist largely oP'¢hbhe 
impressive memories, and naturally com, 
parison with thé present leads to the 
undervaluation of our own times,”, In 
other words, it is impossible in: whiting 
what is called history, to fill the gaps 
between, important events and gorgeous 
figures with the daily, homespun life 
ihat never ceased to flow. It |would be 
utterly intolerable in point of yolume to 
say nothing of the lack of material 
wherewith to describe the hourly and 
daily doings of people. As a result the 
writing of history and biography must 
be done by the relation of what out- 
standing facts the writers have been 
able to ascertain. It should be said that 
the modern school of writers have done 


much to change this, by their painstak- | 


ing accounts of the municipal and eco- 
nomic lives of communities, work that 
has resulted in a thousand times more 
interesting and true pictures than the 
“full-dress” school of the past. Granted 


“that this is so, the main proposition of 


our writer must remain correct and it 
comes plainly to this, that men must 
in reason remember that for one treaty 
of Westphalia there are millions of 
sound, burgher happenings unrecorded. 

The tendency, says the writer, is “re- 
‘lected in the literature of all ages,” 
and quotes Sir Thomas Browne, who in 
his “Vulgar Errors” says: 

“Men that adore times past consider 
not that those times.were once present 

. which very absurdity is daily com- 
mitted amongst us, even in the esteem 
and censure of our own times. . . . And 
thus it is the humor of many heads to 
extol the days of their forefathers, and 
declaim against the wickedness of times 
present.” 

So we see that in the seventeenth 
century there were men that talked of 
the good old times and subtle men like 
the Norwich doctor that cast doubt upon 
such talk so far as it claimed a practical 
basis. - But this sort of thing was by 
no means novel; we are shown that in 
the sixth century when all sorts of kings 
and raiders were annoying Britain, and 
there must still have been marked traces 
of the Roman occupation there was a 
certain Gildas that lamented the “falling 
down,” “the setting” of Britain very 
wailfully. 

“This pessimist of the sixth century 
famented so loudly over the destruction 
of Britain that Gibbon calls him the 
British Jeremiah.” His works can be 
found in the Latin and translated into 
‘English; the words with which he be- 
gins ‘his preface show why Gibbon com- 
pared him to Jeremiah; he says, “What- 
ever in this my epistle I may write in 
my humble but well-meaning manner, 
rather by way of lamentation than for 
display, let no on suppose that it 
springs from contempt of others, or that 
I foolishly esteem myself as better than 
they—for, alas! the subject of my com- 
plaint is the general destruction of 
everything that is good, and the general 
growth of evil throughout the land.” 


The condition of Britain when Gildas 
wrote. was, as John Richard Greene has 
pointed out in his essay, miserable and

This view of 
things is matched by that of Berkeley, 
the idealist philosopher and champion of 
tar water, in an essay that he wrote 
in 1721 entitled “Essay toward prevent- 
ing the ruine of Great Britain,” in which 
our writer points out that “he condemns 
the luxury which he sees everywhere, 
and demands the reimposition of sump- 
tuary laws. He takes a gloomy view 
of England’s prospects.” Berkeley, who 
was a most agreeable and kindly man, 
says, “We have been long preparing for 
some great catastrophe... . The truth 
is, our symptoms are so bad that, not- 
withstanding all the ¢are and vigilance 
of the legislature, it is to be feared the 
final period. of our State approaches.” 
He says in the same passage, “I know 
it is an old folly to make peevish com- 
plaints of the times and charge the 
common failures of human nature on a 
particular age.”

His wholesome and practical at- 
titude towards depreciation of the pres- 
ent is best shown in his own words, 
with which we close our paper. He 
says, “Looking in today’s Times (3lst 
May, 1911) for such an instance, we find 
a manifesto on public morals, backed by 
names of such weight and authority that 
it seems difficult to believe that the sig- 
natories have had time to read the pre- 
posterous absurdities to which they have 
committed themselves.”

by one who goes a-traveling ‘if he will 
but keep his eyes and ears open. In 
fact, the peoples and their customs form 
the chief topics of interest wherever one 
is likely to journey. “The proper study 
of mankind is man,” says Pope. As a 
matter of fact, whether one will or no, 
he is almost compelled to study the hu- 
man documents that are ever and al- 
ways being thrust peste Bs gaze as he 
goes up and down the world. 

To travel by ship limits one’s field of 
study to the crew and passengers on 
board and the natives one sees at the 
places of landing. To travel by rail may 
or may not bring one a far greater num- 
ber of subjects for consideration. If one 
rides in a Pullman car on a through, 
limited express, he is likely to learn 
but little concerning the peoples oc- 
cupying the lands through which his 
train passes. He may make a mental 
survey of the few fellow passengers 
whom he meets in his own parlor car 
and in the dining car; but this number 
is small and is not made up of the

nities bordering the railroad. To meet 
“the people,” and to obtain the local 
color and gossip of the community, the 
traveler should ride on the more local 
“accommodation” trains which are em- 
ploved to carry the people from one 
settlement to another. In the Pullman 
cars not even the names of the towns in 
which the train makes its stops are 
“called” except it be the terminal or 
other very important stations. In the 
accommodation train which makes “al! 
the stops” the name of every town is 
duly announced and dwelt upon till it is 
fixed in the memory. A greater or less 
number of the “natives” of each of the 
towns are pretty sure to be assembled 
at the station “when the train comes in” 
and some of them are very likely to 
board the cars and perhaps become one’s 
intimate traveling companions for a 
journey of some length. The local news 
and the condition of crops, weather and 
society in general are certain to be dis- 
cussed until one feels that he is in touch 
with public opinion as it exists in each 
locality.

MT. JOY. Pa.--Mt. Joy was laid out 


as a town in 1812, and it is proposed to 
celebrate the one hundredth anniversary 
on a grand scale next September. 


The revenues of the Bank van Leening 
are derived from interest on pledges, ad- 
ministration charges and _ brokerage 
charges on the of unredeemed 
pledges. The expenses of operating the 
municipal pawnshop, together with ‘the 
provision for pensioning employes of the 
institution, are paid from these receipts. 
were there any shortage in the whole 
income, it would be levied in the usual 
course of taxation. 

Under the rules of the pawnshop loans 
will not be made on ornaments or other 
articles belonging to a religious or char- 
itable institution or on munitions of war. 
All goods offered as pledges are appraised 
by officials. The minimum amount ad- 
vanced on any article is 16 cents and the 
maximum $200. 

The interest is calculated in terms of 
15 days, and a minimum of one term of 
interest must be paid on every article 
pledged.

ITH the little girls of America 
banded together in practi- 
cally the same way as and 
for a purpose similar to that 

of the Boy Scouts, the coming generation 
is likely to see accomplished things which 
heretofore have been labored for long 
without success. All over the country, 
in cities, in towns, in villages, in ham- 
lets, girls are organized or organizing 
for vigorous, effective activity. And 
they, as well as the boys, have as their 
chief object to “do something”; and now 
this energy that has been either sup- 
pressed or not systematically guided, is 
being turned into. construcive lines and 
directed like that of boys who are mem- 
bers of a world-wide organization.

Pioneers. In England are the Girl | 
Guides and in New Zealand the Girl | 
‘Peace Scouts. In a general way all of | 
these bodies are similar to the Boy 
Scouts, but they are adapted to the 
particular needs of little girls, and vary 
in detail or in the scope of their activi- 
ties.

that the number is not great, and, therefore, she indulges herself in 
the use of a few figures taken from the fast report of the department 
of agriculture. According to these, there was a shortage last year 
in the production of things essential to butter-making, as follows: 
Oats, 285,000,000 bushels; corn, 390,000,000 bushels: wheat, 
36,000,000, and hay, 14,000,000 tons. These are all necessary to the 
feeding of cows, and the shortage in all of these crops meant an 
advance in the price of cow-feed and in the cost of maintaining 
dairies. It is a fact little known, because of prevalent ability of a 
great body of the people to pay high prices for everything, that last 
year was one of the most difficult the agricultural interests of the 
country have ever known. It is only necessary to run back over the 
figures just given to realize this. Instead of having plenty of feed 
and fodder on hand today, dairy farmers are now paying in Penn- 
sylvania, for example, $1 a bushel for corn, 7 cents a bunch for corn 
fodder—usually to be had in abundance for the hauling—$30 a ton 
for hay and $19 a ton for straw. All the smaller grains, as well as 
bran, are up also. The result of all this is that butter at 50, 60 or 
even 70 cents a pound will leave little or no margin for the dairy 
farmer before the winter is over. This woman simply confirms the 
statements of others familiar with the situation who have preceded 
her, that butter is not cornered by the cold storage houses or by spec- 
ulators, because there is not butter enough in the country to make a 
corner profitable. 

What is to be done about it? An answer to that question 
involves consideration of the entire economic system, but even this 
should frighten nobody in these days of/concentration and condensa- 
tion. Manifestly, what is needed most of all is more and better 
farming. A shortage in some sections probably could not have been 
prevented last year, but if the soil were cultivated as widely and as 
skilfully as it should have been the shortage in one section would 
have been compensated for by a surplus tn another.

bargain. The people feel that the public ser- 
vice corporations have a decided advantage 
of them under existing franchise terms; the companies feel that if 
they consent to a change in the form of the franchise the people will 
get the better of them, and yet they are asking the people for an 
extension of present favors. It will be seen from this that matters 


are on an unsound basis. 

The public service corporations of New Jersey are trying to 
make it appear that their tranclhises are for twenty years only, and 
that, therefore, they cannot enlist, as they should, the support of 
capital in their enterprises. The truth is, their franchises, where 
they operate in communities of over 12,000 inhabitants, run for 
forty years, while in the smaller communities they run for fifty. Yet 
there is some ground for the first statement, since tte companies 
must go before the people at the end of twenty years in order to 
obtain the right to operate for an additional twenty. If the public 
is content with the service rendered and says so at the polls in a 
referendum vote, then the franchise goes on for the full term; if 
the public is discontented and gives expression to this discontent 
through the referendum, the franchise expires at the end of twenty 
years. The corporations are now seeking long-term unconditional 
franchises; it is proposed to give them, instead, franchises that shall

believes that what many persons today forget is “that modern social 
questions have become so complex and difficult that they call tor a 
new training of the mind as well as a new emotion’; and he expects 
from the youth of either sex who has utilized the facilities of college 
or university a more disciplined mind and heart when faced with 
solution of social complexities that cannot be dealt with as simply 
and primitively as of yore. The liberally educated man is supposed 
to have insight as well as breadth of vision, to know the real from 
the superficial, the permanent from the transient, the higher from 
the lower aspects of lite. 

The two nations that within a-relatively brief period have 
recently fundamentally transtormed their economic as well as polit- 
ical status and risen in rdnk and power in Europe and Asia have 
been Germany and Japan; and the simplest explanation of the fact 
in intellectual terms 1s that in each case devising of a plan‘of action 
and execution of it have been entrusted to “men who knew.” China, 
now swiftly passing through a comparatively bloodless revolution 
from an ancient ideal of living t a very much more modern one, 
owes the result to a combination pf young scholars with progressive 
men of affairs and to the traditional national reverence for an 
educated civil service. The measure of a nation’s civilization today 
is in its expenditure for education, the scope of its vision of diffused 
knowledge and mens trained minds and the opportumity it gives 
for persons so trained to shape policies of state and city. 
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
